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INTRODUCTION 


This publication presents the second 
analysis of salaries of full-time teachers 

| in Canadian universities for 1971-72. The 

| first analysis (Catalogue 81-241) contained 
salary information cross-classified with ge- 
neral characteristics such as rank, sex and 
discipline. This document examines the rela- 
tionship between salaries and qualifications 
and experience. As it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to give a precise definition of 
relevant experience, some proxy for it must 
'be found, To keep this publication consis- 
tent with data previously published, two 
proxies for experience are used — years since 
| award of first degree and years since award 
of highest degree. Other proxies of relevant 
experience might be age, years since appoint- 
ment to institution, and years since appoint- 
ment to present rank, These other alterna- 

| tives will be studied for possible inclusion 
in future publications. 


In 1971-72, 97 out of 104 institutions 
! surveyed submitted data.(1) These reporting 
institutions are listed in Appendix A. A 
total of 26,963 full-time(2) teaching staff 
in faculties and schools was reported, which 
| included 1,239 who were on leave. This res- 
_ponse covered 98.7% of the estimated total 

! full-time teachers in the 104 surveyed ins- 

| titutions. The non-response was composed of:

In addition, Ryerson Polytechnical Ins- 
titute in Ontario, which acquired degree grant- 


ing powers in October, 1971, was not surveyed 
| in 1971-72. The administration reports that 

459 full-time teachers were employed in that 

| year. 


With respect to the presentation of 
| salary information, the tables exclude all 
| teachers who were reported as being on leave 
| (sabbatical leave, leave without pay, etc.). 
All teachers who are not paid on a regular 
| scale, such as some teachers appointed in

Cette publication offre la deuxiéme analyse 
de traitements des enseignants a plein temps dans 
les universités du Canada en 1971-72. Une premi- 
ére analyse portant sur une caractérisation géné- 
rale des traitements selon le rang, le sexe et les 
disciplines fait l'objet de la publication 81-241, 
Le présent rapport s'attarde a la caractérisation 
selon la qualification et les années d'expérience, 
Vu la difficulté d'en arriver 4a une définition pré- 
cise de l'expérience pertinente, on doit trouver 
un substitut pour mesurer cette réalité. Pour as- 
surer la continuité avec les données publiées an- 
térieurement, on emploie ici deux substituts pour 
l'expérience — soit le nombre d'années depuis 1'ob- 
tention du premier grade et le nombre d'années de- 
puis l'obtention du premier plus haut grade, D!'au- 
tres approximations possibles de l'expérience per- 
tinente sont 1'age, les années depuis la nomination 
a 1'établissement ou les années depuis la nomina- 
tion au présent rang universitaire. Ces alternati- 
ves feront l'objet d'une étude en vue de 1l'insertion 
possible dans les prochaines publications. 


En 1971-72, 97 des 104 établissements visés 
par l'enquéte ont soumis leur rapport(1l). La liste 
des é6tablissements qui ont répondu est fournie dans 
l'appendice A. On rapporte un total de 26,963 en- 
seignants a plein temps dans les facultés et éco- 
les(2), y compris 1,239 enseignants en congé. Le 
pourcentage de réponse s'éléve donc a 98.7 % de 
l'ensemble des enseignants 4 plein temps employés 
dans les 104 établissements objets de l1'enquéte.

Table 1 shows numbers of, and median sa- 
laries for, full-time teachers by years 
since award of first degree, by sex, and 
by field of teaching. These data are 
given for total Canada. 


Table 2 shows numbers of, and median and 
quartile salaries for, full-time teachers, 
by years since award of first degree, by 
sex and by region. Total Canada figures 
are not shown since, for everything but 
quartile salaries, these can be obtained 
from Table 1. 


Table 3 shows numbers of, and median and 
quartile salaries for, full-time teachers 
by years since award of first degree, by 
sex and by size of institution (according 
to full-time enrolment). Only the total 
row is shown for institutions with enrol- 
ment between 500 and 999 because of the 
small number (201) of staff in this ca- 
tegory. The category "Institutions with 
enrolment less than 500" is excluded be- 
cause of the heterogeneous nature of the 
institutions in this group. This cate- 
gory contains 885 full-time teaching staff, 
807 male and 78 female. 


Table 4 shows numbers of, and median sa- 
laries for, full-time teachers by years 
since award of highest earned degree, by 
sex and by highest earned degree,

Method of Calculation 
| 
| The basis for all salary figures in 
this publication is the annual rate of sala- 
cy reported by the responding institutions. 
It includes additional payments for adminis- 
trative functions and other types of honora- 
tia but excludes fringe benefits, overtime 
day, compensation for extension courses, etc. 
The salaries for individuals who are employ- 
2d on a full-time basis for a period of less 
than 12 months are adjusted to an annual rate 
of pay.

| Median salaries are calculated by inter- 
jpolation after grouping the data into $100 
jintervals. The median salary is not calcu- 
jlated if the frequency is less than 10. Quar- 
jtiles are not calculated if the frequency is 
30 or less. 


classification of Major Fields of Teaching 


In tables 1 and 6, data are disaggregat- 
2d into four major fields of teaching — Hu- 
nanities, Social Sciences, Biological Sciences 
and Physical Sciences. Appendix B gives a 
detailed breakdown of the disciplines which 
are included in each major field of teaching. 
An additional category, Faculty Administra- 
tion, includes the following: 


1. Staff in faculties and schools who are 
included in this survey but for whom no 
particular discipline has been reported as 
principal subject taught, and instead "ad- 
ministrative duties" has been stated as 
the main activity. 


2. Staff who have been reported as deans or 
equivalent directors.

Méthode de calcul

La classification des principaux domaines d'ensei- 
gnement 


Les données des tableaux 1 A 6 de cette pu- 
blication sont présentées selon quatre principaux 
domaines d'enseignement — humanités, science so- 
ciales, sciences biologiques et sciences physiques. 
Dans 1'appendice B on détaille les diverses disci- 
plines comprises sous chaque principal domaine d'en- 
seignement. L'autre catégorie, direction de la 
faculté, se définit de la facon suivante: 


1. Le personnel d'enseignement des facultés ou éco- 
les inclus dans cette enquéte, pour lequel on 
n'a pas identifié la principale matiére ensei- 
gnée et pour lequel on a spécifié "fonctions de 
direction" comme principale activité;

Future publications will show a break- 
down into eight major fields of teaching be- 
cause of a revision in the classification of 
disciplines used by the Education, Science 
and Culture Division. The four field break- 
down has been retained for this publication 
to ensure continuity with previous years. 


Random Rounding 


Because of the increasing number of 
requests for disaggregated data, it has be- 
come necessary to adopt a method for ensuring 
that no identifiable individual information 
is released. The method chosen must minimize 
any elimination or distortion of data. 


The smaller the number, the more likely 
it is to be affected by any procedure adopted 
to protect confidentiality. Therefore, it 
is very important not to attach too much si- 
gnificance to the small numbers. They should 
not be interpreted as anything more than a 
general indicator of magnitude. This caveat 
concerning small numbers is further reinforced 
when one considers the size of this survey. 
When dealing with over 25,000 records, there 
is a possibility of error (in reporting, cod- 
ing, etc.). Because of this and the size of 
the survey, small numbers are not really si- 
gnificant. 


One alternative which might be used is 
to suppress all small numbers. Experience 
with this method points out that its inflex- 
ibility severely limits the variety of ana- 
lyses which can be undertaken. 


A simpler and more flexible method is 
random rounding. All actual frequencies, 
including sub-totals and totals, in the ta- 
bles have been randomly rounded to multiples 
of 3. The procedure followed is described 
in Appendix C. With this method, the maxi- 
mum difference between any figure in a table 
and its corresponding actual value is two. 
For example, the actual total number of full- 
time teachers on which this publication is 
based is 25,468. Since this is not a mul- 
tiple of 3, it could appear in the tables 
as either 25,467 or 25,470. 


When reading the figures in the tables, 
it is important to note that: 


1. Since all frequencies are rounded inde- 
pendently of one another, the sub-totals 
and totals will not necessarily equal the 
sum of the component figures. An example 
will illustrate this:

I1 est donc essentiel de ne pas at- 
tribuer trop d'importance aux petits nombres. Ces 
nombres ne sauraient @tre interprétés comme autre 
chose qu'une mesure de 1'amplitude du phénoméne. 
Cette mise en garde relative aux petits nombres 
est d'autant plus nécessaire si l'on comtemple 1'6é 
tendue de l'enquéte elle-méme et la possibilité 
d'erreur qui peut se glisser lorsqu'on traite plus:

Une technique plus simple et plus souple est 
la méthode d'arrondisement aléatoire. Tous les 
chiffres réels, y compris les totaux et les sous- 
totaux, ont été arrondis aléatoirement a un multi- 
ple de 3. La technique suivie est.décrite dans 
l'appendice C. Suivant cette technique, la plus 
grande différence possible entre le chiffre publié 
et son chiffre réel correspondant est d'une valeur 
réelle de 2 unités. Par exemple, le nombre total 
réel d'enseignants 4 plein temps sur lequel est bai 
cette publication est 25,468. Puisque ce chiffre 
n'est pas un multiple de 3, il pourra apparaitre d.

\Findings 


Some of the points of interest in the 
jtables include: 


j1. In both this publication and Salaries of 
Teachers in Degree-granting Institutions 
(Catalogue 81-241), it can be seen that, 
for the classifications used, median 
salaries of female staff are generally 
lower than those of male staff. One must 
be extremely careful in attempting to 
draw, from these data, definitive conclu- 
sions concerning relative male — female 
salaries. Before such conclusions can be 
reached, it would be necessary to inter- 
relate a larger number of variables (e.g., 
rank, years in rank, years at institution, 
age, relevant experience, field of teach- 
ing) than was possible in these publica- 
tions. 


Because of the problem of defining rele- 
vant experience, a proxy for this variable 
must be used in any such analyses. A 
possible difficulty exists in that there 
is no way of determining whether the 
proxies available from existing data (e.g., 
years since award of first or highest 
degree) are equally applicable to male and 
female staff. Since female staff may have 
a higher probability of "stopping out” 
(for family or other reasons), caution 
must be used in estimating relevant expe- 
rience.

Points saillants 


Une lecture des tableaux nous permet de sou- 
ligner les points saillants suivants: 


1. Dans les deux publications touchant les traite- 
ments, celle-ci et L'autre intitulée Traite- 
ments des enseignants dans les institutions dé- 
cernant des grades (catalogue 81-241) il ressort 
que, compte tenu des classifications utilisées, 
le traitement médian des femmes est générale- 
ment inférieur a celui-ci des hommes. I1 faut 
toutefois user de prudence en tentant de tirer 
de ces données des arguments concluants tou- 
chant les traitements des enseignants selon le 
sexe. Avant d'en arriver a des conclusions plus 
solides, il sera nécessaire d'examiner les don- 
nées a la lumiére d'autres variables telles que 
le rang universitaire, les années depuis la 
nomination a 1'établissement, les années d'Aage, 
les années d'expérience pertinente, le domaine 
d'enseignement. Ceci n'était pas possible dans 
les présentes publications. 


La difficulté d'en arriver 4 une définition 
précise des années d'expérience pertinente 
nous oblige a substituer une autre variable 
dans cette analyse. Reste le probléme de sa- 
voir si les variables qui servent de substitut, 
années depuis 1l'obtention du premier grade ou 
du plus haut grade, peuvent s'appliquer égale- 
ment aux hommes et aux femmes enseignants. 
Puisque la possibilité d'interruption de tra- 
vail est plus élevée chez la femme (pour rai- 
son de famille ou autres) il faut prendre plus 
de soin en évaluant les années d'expérience 
pertinente.

Highest median salaries occur in the 2s 
categories Faculty Administration and 

Biological Sciences (Tables 1 and 6) prob- 

ably due, at least in part, to administra- 

tive honoraria being included in the for- 

mer and medicine and dentistry staff in 

the latter. 


Typically, median salaries (as related to Be 
years since award of first degree) are 

highest in Ontario and lowest in the At- 

lantic Provinces (Table 2). 


As shown in Table 4, median salaries for 
staff whose highest degree is a doctorate 
or professional degree are (with one ex- 
ception) approximately the same for each 
category of years since award of highest 
degree and are consistently higher than 
the median salaries of staff whose highest 
degree is a masters or bachelors. The one 
exception occurs in the group "30-34 years 
since award of highest degree" in which 
the median salary for staff with a profes- 
sional degree is considerably higher than 
for those possessing a doctorate. This 
pattern is similar to that observed for 


1970-71 (see Salaries and Qualifications 


of Teachers in Universities and Colleges, 
1970-71, Catalogue 81-203).

This rounding procedure ensures that 
no numbers smaller than 3 are shown in the 
tables, since actual values of 1 or 2 will 
have been randomly rounded to either 0 or 3. 


Rounding to a multiple of 3 means that 
the maximum difference between any figure in 
the table and its corresponding actual value 
is two. For example, 302 rounded to 300, 
598 rounded to 600, etc.

Method of Calculating Salaries 


The basis for all salary figures in 
‘this publication is the annual rate of 
|salary at October 1 of the academic year as 
reported by the responding institutions. It 
| includes additional payments for administra-— 
tive functions and other types of honoraria, 
'but excludes fringe benefits, overtime pay, 
“compensation for extension courses, etc. The 
salaries of individuals who were employed on 
'a full-time basis for a period of less than 
| 12 months have been adjusted to an annual 

| rate of pay. 


Median salaries were determined using 
lsalaries rounded to the nearest $50. The 
‘median salary was not calculated if the number 
lof persons in the distribution was less than 
fen.

Analysis of Data 


Each table in this publication contains 
at least one variable which may be viewed as 
indicative of experience although certainly 
no individual one is adequate in itself as an 
operational definition of the concept. 


This section will merely highlight some 
of the differences in median salaries which 
become apparent when the data are distributed 
according to these variables, i.e., rank, 
highest degree, years since highest and first 
degree, age and years since appointment to 
DOS tai titel OMe 


More detailed analyses are required to 
investigate the interrelationships of these 
variables and their relevance for specific 
sub-populations. 


Te ees t Derr ee 


The highest median salaries were paid 
to those teachers who held a professional 
degree. Typically, these faculty members 
were employed in the Health Professions and 
Occupations which in turn had the highest 
median salaries of any teaching field. 


Consistently over the three years re- 
ported in this publication the salaries of 
those with professional degrees were approx- 
imately $3,500 more than the salaries of 
teachers with doctoral qualifications. In 
turn, teachers with doctorates were, overall, 
paid from $3,000 to $4,000 more than those 
with masters and bachelors degrees. 


2. Rank 


When the rank of teachers is held con- 
stant, the median salaries of those with 
professional degrees were still much higher 
than those of the others but the differences 
in the salaries among teachers with doctor- 
ates, masters and bachelors were virtually 
eliminated. For example, full professors 
with professional degrees earned a median 
salary of $32,300 in 1974-75 but full 
professors with doctorates, masters and 
bachelors degrees earned $27,150, $27,050 
and $26,500 respectively. This pattern held 
for associate professors, assistant professors 
and the rank below assistants as well. 


3. Number of Years Since Highest Degree 


When "highest degree" is controlled for 
by the number of years since the highest 
degree was obtained, the median salaries of 
those with professional degrees and those 
with doctorates were very similar at each 
year grouping with the largest differential

Overall, the largest salaries were 
received by those who had obtained their 
highest degree from 30-34 years previous to 
Bhe year of the survey ($23,500cin 1972-73, 
$25,000 in 1973-74 and $26,900 in 1974-75). 


By type of highest degree, those holding 
doctorates also had their highest median 
salaries 30-34 years after obtaining their 
degree, as did those with professional de- 
grees, although only during the last two 
survey years. 


Among those with masters and bachelors 
degrees the highest paid were generally those 
‘who had received their degrees 35-39 years 


| Male teachers consistently had higher 
‘median salaries than their female colleagues 
with the difference increasing from $3,250 in 
1972-73 to $3,440 in 1973-74 and $3,650 in 
974-75. 


| 
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| When these salary differentials are 
|}examined in the context of the years since 
‘highest degree, the gap between the median 
salaries of men and women generally widened 
as the number of years since the degree was 
obtained became greater. For example, in 
/1974-75, the differences in salaries for 
each year grouping were as follows: 0-4 
($1,800); 5-9 ($2,550); 10-14 ($3,725); 15-19 
055,575) 3. 20-24 ($6,900); 25-29 ($8,450); 
30-34 ($10,050) and this same pattern is 
‘apparent for each rank. 


! For those with a doctorate in 1974-75 
there was a salary difference of $900 between 
|men and women who had received their degrees 
0-4 years ago, but this difference increased 
|at each year group, reaching $7,050 for those 
who obtained their degree 25-29 years previous 
/to the survey year. Similary for those with 
‘masters degrees the differential increased 
'for each year group, beginning with $925 

for the 0-4 year category and reaching $13,625 
for those in the 40-44 year category. 


One major factor contributing to these 
increasing salary differentials is the ten- 
dency for women to be concentrated in the 
lower ranks; in 1974-75, only 7% of women held 
the rank of full professor compared to 25% 
of the men who were at this rank and about 
one fifth of the females were associate pro- 
fessors while a third of the males were at 

this level.

5. Number of Years Since First Degree 


In terms of the number of years since 
the award of the first degree, the highest 
median salaries were paid to those who had 
received their degree 40-44 years ago. For 
the three survey years, their salaries were 
$23,600, $25,200 and $27,275 respectively. 


By field, the Health Professions and 
Occupations group had the highest median 
salary, both overall and for the year grouping 
mentioned above. In fact, regardless of the 
number of years since the first degree was 
obtained, those in the Health Professions and 
Occupations had the highest median salaries. 

A very large proportion of this field is 
made up of dentists and doctors who receive 
the highest median salaries of any teachers. 


Teachers in Fine and Applied Arts, on 
the other hand, had the lowest median salaries 
and again, this was true for each category of 
"year since first degree". 


There are at least two reasons for 
these comparatively low salaries. Fine and 
Applied Arts had the smallest proportion of 
doctorates of any of the eight teaching 
fields and a corresponding concentration of 
staff with masters and bachelors degrees, 
the two degree groups with the lowest median 
Salaries. As well, this field had the larg- 
est proportion of teachers with limited 
years of service at their institution. For 
example, in 1974-75, new appointments made 
up 14% of all staff in Fine and Applied 
Arts and those appointed during the five 
preceding years another 40%. This is in 
keeping with the relatively recent expansion 
of this field as a university level program 
of studies. 


6. Age 


In all three survey years the highest 
median salaries were paid to teachers who 
were from 60-64 years of age. Again, those 
in the Health Professions and Occupations 
had the highest salaries both overall and for 
most age categories and those in Fine and 
Applied Arts had the lowest median salaries 
for each age category. 


7. Number of Years Since Appointment to In- 


stitution 


"Years since appointment to institution" 
refers to the number of years that an individ- 
ual has been at the university where he or she 
was employed during the survey year.
